Paris; Big Gun At Work 


London, England. April 1±.—A 


German aersal raid was made on 
the east coast of England this 
evening. 
One or two of the 


raiders succeeded in pentrating 
farther inland. 


Field 
Marshal

"Some hostile airships crossed 


the east coast this evening and 
proceeded to attack certain eastern 
midland districts.

Fur- 
ther details are not yet available. 


'The raid is still in progress." 


Paris. France, April 12. — Ger- 


man airplanes attempted a raid on 
the Paris districts tonight.

dropped a. few bombs but it is 
not known whether they are any 
casualties. 


The official statement on the 


raid says: 


"German airplanes crossed the 


lines going south. Only two suc- 
ceeded in flying over the Paris dis- 
trict dropping a. few bombs.

Seven Are Missing " 


. •Washington, D. C., April 12—Two 
casualty lists from tad American ex- 
peditionary forces issued yesterday by 
the -war department contain the names 
of 231 men killed, -wounded or missing 
in action, and dead from wounds,-and 
accidents. The first, mac'e public this 
morning, had 124 namss and the sec- 
ond given out later in the day had 110 
names, including those of 23 men Kill- 
ed in action,' the largest number so 
far reported at one time by general 
Persbing-

accidents, a lieatenant died from dis- 
ease, another lieutenant was -wounded, 
and a lieutenant colonel, a captain 
trad three lieutenants -were -wounded 
elightlj-. 


In the absence of definite informa- 


tion it was generally believed her~ that 
the unusually large number of men re- 
ported killed in action -were mostly 
railway engineers, who with the Cana- 
dians, assisted the artillery allied in- 
fantry in the first days of the great 
German drive to Picardy.

As for personal liberty It is a thing much talked about, but perhaps 


not fully understood. Absolute personal liberty there is none to tbe person 
redding in a modern dvilized community. Robinson Crusoe might have bad 
3t on bis desert island, and tbe lone dwclter In tbe wilderness may have 
approximated It- Everywhere else In tbe -world the personal liberty of tbe 
individual is subordinated to the welfare ot tbe community, state or nation 
of which be forms a pare If Oneonta rotca, as we believe It will, for a 
dry dty, It will be because tbe -voters believe It Is best for tbe community. 
Tbe fact that there are a- few outside towns which still traffic la liquors 
—only a Tcry few ot them after next October—will not influence the votes 
of the dty; nor will tbe covert threat or Inference tbat liquors will be brought 
la from them. Tbe laws will be strictly enforced by the dty authorities. 


As for the '-dry" -vote in Oneonta, It will be influenced by -these things, 


bnt more by moral, social and economic considerations. They do not be- 
lieve In manufacturing topers. They do not wish to pay their taxes in 
boys. Tbey are not looking for personal gain drawn from tbe comfort of 
bomea. They know tbat the $300,000 .which Is paid ont over the bars In 
Oneonta annually should be devoted to wiser purposes. They have chiefly 
la -view tbe uplift of the community.

Bread Moat Be Maintained—Our Soldiers and 


Sailers to Hare Full Allowance. 


K w.e are to furnish the Allies with the necessary propor- 


tion of wheat to maintain their war bread from now until the 
next harvest, and this is a military necessity, we must reduce 
our monthly consumption to 21,000,000 bushels a month, as 
against our normal consumption of" about 42,000,000 bushels, 
or 50-per cent, of our normal consumption. This is the situa- 
tion as set forth by the U. S. Food Administration at Washing- 
toa. Reserving a margin for distribution to the army and for 
special cases, leaves for general consumption approximately 
1^> pounds of wheat products weekly per person. The Food 
Administration's statement continues: Many of our consumers 
ire dependent upon bakers' bread. Such bread must be durable 
ind therefore, requires a larger proportion of wheat products 
than cereal breads baked in the household. Our army and 
na-ry require a full allowance. The well-to-do in our copulation 
can make greater sacrifices in the consumption "of wheat 
products than can the poor. In addition, our population in 
the agricultural districts, where the other cereals are abun- 
dant, are more skilled in the preparation of breads from these 
other cereals than the crowded city and industrial populations. 


With improved transportation conditions we now have avail- 
ftble a surplus of potatoes. We also have in the spring months 
K surplus of milk, and we have ample corn and oats for human 
consumption. The drain on rye and barley, as substitutes, lias 
•Iready greatly exhausted the supply of these grains. -

to supplement the voluntary co-opera- 
tion of the public by a further li.nit.i- 
tiott of distribution, and we shall place 
at once restrictions on distribution 
which •svHl be adjusted from tune to 
tune to secure as near'y equitable dis- 
tribution as possible. With the arrival 
of harvest we should be aole to relai 
such restrictions. Tntil then we ask 
for the necessary patience, sacrifice 
and co-operaaon of the distributing 
trades.

Many Towns In Sorry Plight. 


And this story was being repeated 


in scores of towns throughout north- 
ern Prance and Belgium. Thousands 
were suffering as these people were 
suffering, and hundreds, es In this Til- 
lage, died—from exposure aad sturn.- 
tion. 


Then came thj Society of English 


aad American Friends. They set to 
wo>-k promptly. They gave moral en- 
couragement to the ruined people and 
helped them to construct temporary 


j shelters. They selected the blasted 
; homes which offered the best possibili- 


ties for partial reconstruction, and 
aided the townsfolk to erect shacks 
between walls that still stood where a 
house had been, or to put a substantial 
Toof over a cellar that could be 
lived in. 


At first; numbed with the sudden- 


ness and horror of it ail, the villagers 
accepted aid mechanically. But later 
the old spirit of independence began 
to assert itself. They wanted to be 
self-sustaining, even when everything 
had been swept away. 


So the Friends' organization opened 


workshops in the towns, -where the 
women came and worked by the hour 
at sewing. Here corn and flour sacks 
were fashioned into useful articles of 
various kmds^-table covers, mats and 
fancy bags. The women were taught 
embroidery, and many-were the quaint 
and original design 
they created. 


Thirty centimes (six cents) an hour 
was the pay—and the women _were 
happy and independent 


When the American Red Cross or- 


ganization reached France, and came 
in contact with the work of the 
Friends. It immediately realized the 
necessity of Its continuance and en- 
largement. 


Sa the lied Cross offered the Friends 


the ^npport taat would make it possi- 
ble to ocrend^ their activities, and it 
was accepted. Today the American 
Red Cross and the Friends^snd several 
other groups of workers in similar 
service are co-operating harmoniously 
and effectively to restore there the 
villages that have suffered so hard a 
fate.
